Heflin’s charge, adding that never 
within their respective terms in 
the senate has any effort been | 
made by representatives of the 
church to influence them in legis- 
lative matters. 

Republican senators saw _ in 
Heflin’s attack an attempt to 
puncture Governor Al Smith's 
presidential boom and _ spoil his 
chance of getting any delegates 
in the southern states. 


Although Heflin quailed under 


the force of the opposition at-| 


tack, he stood by his guns and 
every time a_ senator 
him he came back with more tin- 
der to heap on the flames. 


He was scored by Bruce of 
Maryland, Reed of Missouri and 
commiserated by Walsh, Ransdell 
and Ashurst. The latter compared 
Heflin’s attack to the tail of a 
comet, “long, giving off irrides- 
cent colors, but having not an 
ounce of substance.” 


Bruce characterized Heflin as 
a “bigot” and said his speech was 
only a “flimsy bubble from an 
empty head.” 

Senator Reed of Missouri made 
the most forceful -and eloquent 
{contribution to the debate, as he 
pictured. the solidarity af the 
American race, “with Catholic and 
Protestant, Jew and Gentile, a] 
working together in perfect un- 
derstanding.” 

Without endorsing President 
Coolidge’s policy toward Mexic co, | 
Reed said that he wags willing to{ 
give the administration the fullest ! 
chance to work out the problem 
now confronting American rela- 
tions with that republic. 

He said that if the administra- 
tion policy fails to.make good, 
it will be criticized, adding that 
Wilson’s policy of “watchful wait- 
ing,” toward Mexico had _ been 
criticized but ‘proved to be right. | 
Reed said: 

“There is going to be no war 
with Mexico unless Mexico pro- 
vokes it by violating the rights 
/of Americans. I don’t believe that 
any American believes. there will 
be a war on account of religious 
differences in Mexico. A_ firm 
policy with Mexico is necessary, 
but Calvin Coolidge will not send 
troops down into Mexico because 
of religious troubles.” : 

Declaring that he had been 
raised in the Presbyterian faith, 
Senator Reed said that no mem- 
ber of his family was in any way 
identitied with the Catholic church, 
adding that neither was he a mem- 
ber of the Ku Klux Klan. He 
sharply criticized the injection of 
intolerance into affairs affecting 
this country and proceeded with 
an eloquent defense of the part 
which Catholics have had in the 
nation’s history. 


Reed compared the two religions 
through all the wars and then 
added:

“If this country is to live, then 
these fountain springs bearing the 
pure notes of absolute Jiberty of 
conscicnce must not be polluted 
with the poison of hate, covered 
with the slime of proscription or 
dimmed and cursed by the spirit 
of intolerance. 

“Give me the radius of a man’s 
intelligence and I will inscribe 
the circumference of his intoler- 
ance. Nobody believes a great body 
of our people are trying to drag 
Ug into war because of consci- 


Heflin interrupted Reed at this 
point to deny that he injected the 
religious issue. Reed swung toward 
him and replied, pounding his 
desk as he spoke: 

“You brought it onto this floor. 
Your voice rumbled and roared in 
this chamber until the stumps out 
in the Potomac bobbed up and 
down. But I dop’t want to make 
this a personal matter. What I 
would say is that religion itself 
condemns such a thing. Bigotry 
has no place beneath the spire of 
a Protestant church or beneath 
the cross of a Catholic church. 
Charity and kindliness are the 
spirits that inhabit the temples 
of real religion. 

“There is going to be no war
